The Canadian government and var- 
ious farm interests are flirting shame- 
fully with the idea of subsidies. They 
are convinced that the public can be 
made to believe that subsidies will do 
the impossible, provide sustained high 
prices: for the producer. while main- 
taining low prices for the consumer. 
What a happy world it would be if 
such a program were a possibility. The 
solemn fact, however, is that whatever 
the producer gets, in one way or an- 
other, the consumer must pay and any 
effort to make either think otherwise 
is a flagrant attempt to deceive. 

The American Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, Mr. Brannan, has such a plan to 
confuse the public, just such a plan as 
our own agricultural officials are pro- 
moting. The Brannan‘plan provides 
that perishable commodities shall be 
permitted to sell for whatever they 
will bring on the open market, Then 
the proposal is that the Treasury shall 
pay the producer the difference bet- 
ween the free price ang an arbitrary 
get price that is aimed to satisfy the 

] producer. The public is asked to believe 
that because in all probability it will 
pay less in the food stores and com- 
modity markets for the goods it needs 
it is actually benefiting. The Officials 
who father the project are careful not 
to mention that the enormous subsi- 
dies required to meet this difference 
must be secured by. taxing the con- 
sumer. Bo not only those requiring

Bang’s Disease 

Bang’s Disease in cattle produces 
Undulant Fevér in humans. A disease 
of the blood that causes chills to the 
-human body and could cause death, 

In this Municipality,’ ther are several 
cases of Undulant Fever. Chauvin, 
Wainwright and Irma have all had 
men that have contacted the disease 
and their experience would indicate 
that this disease must not spread 
amongst humans, 


The diseage is spread mainly in two 
ways. By drisking milk from infected 
cows and by direct contact with the 
disease by working with diseased ani- 
mals and the infection entering the 
blood stream through cuts or bruises 
on the hands. 

Although we have not seen much of 
the disease to date, it is a disease we 
do not want spread any further and 
immediate work in building up resist- 
ance in cattle will cut down the chan- 
ces of humans contacting it. 

On farme where cattle are known to 
be imfected with Bang’s Disease all 
milk should be brought to a boil before 
using In order to destroy the bacteria 
present in the milk. Preferably a cow 
that has been vaccinated as a heifer 
should be used for milk supply. Even 
then the cow shoulg be tested yearly 
for the disease in order to be sure 
there is no danger of spread to the 
family. 

The M.D. Wainwright has a chance 
how to become the first such area set 
wp in the province. The returns to the 
individual should be good in sale of 
breeding steck and animals for milk 
supply. Now is the time to assist in 
getting the petitions signed and this 
Bang’s Free Area under way.

| Seeding Forage Crops | si 


Most farmers these days know that 
forage crop seeds must be sown in 
moist, firm soil, but in a spring like 
this it is hard to know Just what to do 
for the best. One question asked is, 
“Since I am planning to use a compan- 
fon crop will it be alright to put the 
forage seeq down to moisture along 
with the grain?” The answer to this is 
an emphatic “No,” says J. BE. Birdsall, 
Supervisor of Crop Improvement for 
the Alberta Department of Agriculture. 
Small legume seeds should not be 
sown deeper than % inch and the lar- 


ger seeds such as brome not deeper |; 


than 1 inch.” 


The general rule is to keep the seed 
in the sack rather than to sow it in 
dry soil, With this in miind, there are 
those who ask.If it wayld, he satisfac- 
tory to sow the grain crop first, and 
when the. rains come to put in the 
forage seed on the same field, Mr. 
Birdsall advises that this too is a dan- 
gerous practice. He points out that the 
comipanion crop at best robs the young 
forage plants of moisture and food. 
If the grain is given a few weeks start 

lthe forage crop will have very little 
chance of survival. 


If sowing. with a companion crop, it 
is better to wait for rain and sow both 
grain and forage seed together. The 
best companion crops are early mat- 
| ccring barley, early maturing oats, or 
| oats for greenfeed. When forage crops 
are sown with grain, the grain should 
_ be sown at not more than one-half the 
usual rate. If seeding is delayed for 
any length of time it is better to sow 
the forage crop without a nurse crop. 

In regions where moisture is usually 
ample seeding with a nurse crop does 
have certain advantages. A crop of | 
grain is obtained tn the year the for- 
age crop is sown, and the stubble in 
the fall helps to hold the snow. On the 
other hand, the nurse crep does pro- 
vide competition. Where moisture sup- 
plies are. short it is better not-to use a 
nurse crop. The nurse crop is not us- 
ually recommended in the brewn and 
dark brown soll zones for this reason.

The main points of disagreement be- 
tween the rancher and the range man- 
ager involve (1) Overgrazing—which 
is a perpetual bone of contention and 
(2) Money—the fact that the range 
manager just has to preach conserva~- 
tion. The two factions are after the 
same ideal, but are antagonistic in 
their ways of obtaining it. There is 
need for a better understanding and 
more co-operation between the ranch- 
er and the rang manager. 


Sound range practices should do the 
following: 
(1) Increase carrying capacity. 
(2) Reduce death loss. , 
(3) Fatten animals 
(4) Cut down erosion 
(6) Increase calf crop 
(6) Decrease supplemental feed needs, 
It is hoped that in the future sound 
range practices may be established and 
used to the satisfaction of both the 
rancher and the range manager.

In Canada there are about 700,000 
farmers and more than half of them are 
dairy farmers. A very large portion of 
them derive most of their income from 
the sale of dairy products, 


Tt was suggested here, just this af-|' 
ternoon, by the honourable gentleman 
from Churchill (Hon. Mr. Crerar)—and 
it has been suggested by others—that 
butter is not an important product of 
the dairy industry. The fact is that 
butter ie the most important product 
of that industry, and approximately

mercial milk supply. In other words, 
about twice as much milk is used in the 
manufacture of butter as is sold as 
fluid milk. And the quantity of milk 
used in the manufacture of cheese, 
which has been mentioned as a very 
important proportion, is only 8 per cent 
of the total. Those percentages apply | 
to 1948, the last year for which I was 
able to obtain figures. In the manufac- 
ture of butter the farmer keeps the 
skim milk, which is a most important 
ingredient in the feeding of calves, pigs 
and poultry. 

The next largest use that is made of 
milk, and an extremely important one 
from the standpoint of our national 
health, is in its sale as fluid milk. This 
is extremely important to cities like 
Toronto and Ottawa. The sale of fluid 
milk absorbs approximately 25—to be 
exact 24.2 per cent of our total produc- 
tion. A large part is consumed in the 
cities by children, who need this im- 
portant element of food. If the sale of 
margarine should seriously injure the 
dairy industry, the consequences to 
our way of life would be disastrous, for 
when you imperil the butter industry 
you also imperil the fluid milk supply. 

Another important factor in the man- 
ufacture of butter is that over 80 per 
cent of the price of the product is re- 
turned to the dairy farmer. But prac- 
tically all the materials which go into 
margarine are imported, and the money 
for them is diverted to interest out~- 
side Canada. There are over 1,100 
creameries in this country, and they 
employ thousands of people. Margarine 
is produced in not more than, possibly, 
half a dozen plants. 

I would also point out that dairying 
is one of thesmost important factors in 
the conservation of soil fertility.
